causing instant death, of cotuse. 
Two women were also struck In 
tlie car in its mad Hight and were 
seriou.^ly injutcd.

Advocate Answers Mossbacks 

Danville is j)rcparing to pave 
some more of her streets this 
sunfimer. Several of the streets 

proposed arc in llu- most desira- 
l)le residence sections of town, 
with the handsomest and most 
costly homes located lliereon. 
Some of the wealthiest folks of 
the capital of Boyle own those 
homes. 'l lu y can well afford to 
pay for better streets and to 
make a better city. but. strangely, 
they are the ones who are pro- 
testing tlie most vociferously 
against ])roviding better thor- 
oughfares at this time. Tn re- 
sponse to on(^ of them who wrnt 
into |)rint witli his jirotest, tlie 
Danville Advocate makes a reply 
that is exactly to the ])oint and 
is w<-ll worili reading. Jt ajij^lies 



just about as forcefully here in I 
kichmond as it does in Danville,! 
as an unanswerable answer to- 
mossbacks, wherever located.* 
V. iio seek to hinder the j)rogre^s' 
and upbuilding of their home' 
town. Here's what the Danville 
paiK-r savs in ])art. Read it : 

It is nothing unnsnal for many 
prftperty holders to ojjpose pulilic 
improvements. The laying tif 
both brick and concrete sidewalks 
in Danville was as vigorously 
opposed as the streets; installing 
a v.ater system in Danville 
brought forth the most vigorous 
protests; the installation of the 
sanitary sewer system as will ])e 
renieiubered. was most vigorous- 
ly fought, but these improve- 
ments were made because the 
majority t>f the people favored 
them. 

1 la<1 the minority won, Dan- 
ville jjeople would have been 
walking on mud sidewalks, drink- 
ing stagnant water out of c!--tern>~ 
and tighliag the ravages »)f di- 
sease occasioned by the lack of 
■m .'ideqiiate sanitary sewer sj s- 
tem. 

The noted physicians declare 
that no greater menace to health 
can be found than dust ; Danville 
in the past has been noted for the 
dusty streets. Therefore, if tlicrc 
is anything in medical science, 
dustless streets in Danville will 
]irotect the public health and in 
every way make this a better 
town to live in. 

We do not deny that public im- 
provements at times fall heavily 
upon certain projierty holders but 
it is an outstanding fact that f>n 
the good streets. pro])erty values 
are the highest, so that any i)ro- 
perty holders who prefers a dust 
infested street, can readily dis- 
])Ose of his property on the better 
street at a quick sale, and pur- 
chase on a less ex])ensive street, 
btit we contend that no ])ropert\- 



holder has the right to stand out 

again: t i)roi^i f-^-. ;!nd ])nb!ic im- 
provement and measures which 
will safeguard the puldic health. 

C;o<)d streets riiul good roads 
are the greatest boon to civiliza- 
tion. Statistics show that good 
roads do more to imjjrov.' citi/eii- 
■ hip than even good schools. Ev- 
ery stale in the union and the na- 
tional government are bemling 
everv efVort to ini]MOve the public 
roads of the nation. Every owner 
of an automobile must pay a 
heavj'' tax for road improvement. 
The good road movement is a .- 
suming equal proportions with 
the better schools movement, be- 
cause the two go hand in hand 
for the general welfare and for 
the making of better cil i/. -n:^. 

Who can say that Danville tf)- 
day would not be in the throes of 
an (epidemic of typhoid fc\ < r or 
sr)me other plague had n«»t the 
majority taken time by the fore- 
lock and in.stalled adequate water 
and sewer systems? 

The rapidly increasing popula- 
tion of almost every community 
rlemand these safeguards. A town 
in Ohif) onlv a few months ago 
due to insufiicient water sn]>]ily, 
suffered an C])idemic of tyj>hoid 
fever. There were 1.100 cases at 
one time and the outbreak was 
not suppressed until the entire- 
force of the Ohio .State Hoard of 
Health took the situation in haml. 

In the light of the wonderftd 
effects vaccination has had in the 
eradication of smallpox, only re- 
cently the parents of school 
children in various sections of the 
state had to be arrested before 
they woidd permit their children 
to be protected against this 
dreadful malady. 

It is a strange fact, but it i- 
true, that after line schools have 
been provided, some parents 
througli truant ofHcers nin>i be 
forced to send their children Ut 



school. But the major it 3' is ir 
control and the riiajoritv not only 
in Danville, but throughout the 
nation, is in control of better 

schools, better streets, better 
roads, better housing conditions, 
better community service, and ' 
ter sanitary safeguards and the 
• I)ortsmanlike thing for the hope- 
less minority to do is to unite 
and as one body forward their 
coiigrarulations and board the 
band wagon of public progress 
aind public improvement.
